GM, Adistra tax abatements approved 


The abatement is for more than $9.6 
million, the bulk of which covers the cost of 
the new building on Van Born Road and 
furniture and fixtures.

Two major tax abatement 
requests, including a 12-year 
tax abatement for $78 million 
in personal property by Gen- 
eral Motors, were approved 
unanimously by the Romulus 
City Council Monday night. 

The only objector was a pri- 
vate citizen, Jim Rarey, who 
questioned why private Ro- 
mulus homeowners never get 
similar 50 percent abatements. 

He called tax abatement a 
“corporate welfare” program 
and complained he didn’t hear 
any talk from GM officials that 
abatement had anything to do 
with the shifting of hundreds 
of jobs to Romulus. 

Rarey then urged the coun- 
cil members to “start repre- 
senting taxpayers.” 

Rarey’s statements were 
treated rather harshly by 
Councilman William Wad- 
sworth, who said “your claims 
are ridiculous and make no 
sense.” 

Wadsworth continued “the 
union scale salaries GM pays 
are the funds people use to 
buy good houses and Ameri- 
can cars.” The veteran council- 
man said he has little respect 
for persons driving and/or

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry was more subtle saying 
he felt Rarey had a right to his 
opinion, but as a councilman 
Raspberry felt he had to repre- 
sent 22,000 persons’ opinions 
and thus supported the abate- 
ment request. 

All six council members in 
attendance (the ailing Mayor 
pro tern Mary Ann Banks was 
absent) supported the abate- 
ment package agreement. 

Among some of the agree- 
ment’s provisions were: 

• GM agrees that if it 
chooses to leave Romulus, that 
permission to relocate outside 
the city shall not be granted 
unless and until GM demon- 
strates that it has exhausted 
all attempts to relocate within 
the city and/or find a new ten- 
ant for the property being 
vacated. 


Wafer-Frison’s letter com- 
plained that Gear took her 
campaign literature away from 
a campaign worker at Mount 
Pleasant School precinct, be- 
cause he (Gear) was paying the 
man to distribute only his cam- 
paign material. 

To add insult to injury, she 
claims Gear stuffed her mate- 
rials in his back pocket and 
traveled to Cory School, where 
he told a woman campaign 
worker not to pass out Wafer- 
Frison materials. 

Her letter also asked the 
mayor and council to deter- 
mine if this is ethical behavior 
and report its findings before 


• GM agrees that if it

A company spokesman 
said it would transfer 200 jobs 
to Romulus and add another 
100 jobs.

Latest EDS 
plan rejected

The most recent Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems plan 
for a below ground pipeline to 
transport non-hazardous liq- 
uid waste from a M-2 zone off 
Northline Road to the M-l 
zoned injection well already 
constructed off Wahrman 
Road have been rejected by 
the Romulus Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

The votes on Oct. 4 were the 
latest in the multi-year battle 
between EDS and the city of 
Romulus over the controver- 
sial deep well project. 

The ZBA following nearly 
two hours of debate and verbal 
presentations rejected 5-0 a re- 
quest that would have allowed 
EDS to create an office build- 
ing, storage facility and pump 
house in the M-2 zoned area. 

They then voted 4-1 (with 
Commissioner Junior Block 
the only support vote) to reject 
the request to use the current 
well site (zoned M-l) for dis- 


posing of the non-hazardous 
liquid waste. 

City Building Department 
Director David Paul said the 
city’s view right now is that the 
injection well is a “dead is- 
sue.” Paul acknowledges that 
the city has gained an injunc- 
tion against the well operation 
and that EDS has sued him, 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
other city council officials for 
$100 million each for their ac- 
tions blocking the well. 

On Monday night EDS re- 
leased the following press re- 
lease, “EDS is disappointed 
but nevertheless expected the 
negative decision from the 
ZBA, given that several board 
members have spoken pub- 
licly against our project.” 

“This ruling means that, un- 
fortunately, for us and the tax- 
payers of Romulus, the current 
very expensive litigation will 
continue and we also expect 
additional lawsuits will be 
filed against the city,” it con- 
tinued. “In addition we intend 
to take additional steps.” 


Kindergarten size 
study being planned

More than 120 school dis- 
tricts in Michigan currently 
operate kindergarten pro- 
grams featuring alternate day 
schedules, the state Depart- 
ment of Education informed a 
Romulus teacher recently. 

Only limited (but vocal) neg- 
ative response has been re- 
ceived by the Romulus 
administration, Superinten- 
dent Dr. William Bedell said 
Monday and most of that 
seems to center on large class 
size. 

An enrollment check last 
Friday shows that school pop- 
ulation in Romulus remains 
constant with that of last Feb- 
ruary, Bedell said. That is the 
first time no slippage has been 
shown in many years here, he 
continued. Thus the district 
will study the kindergarten 
class size issue. 

Bedell expects to be meet- 
ing this week with local princi- 
pals to discuss the issue, 
among others raised by local 


kindergarten teachers. 

Anne L. Hansen, director of 
the office of school program 
services for the state, revealed 
“The Romulus Community 
School District has submitted 
a plan for the operation of an 
alternate schedule kinder- 
garten program which meets 
the requirements for approval 
by the state board. 

“This includes an assurance 
that children enrolled in kin- 
dergarten will receive a mini- 
mum of 495 hours of 
instruction during the 1995-96 
school year,” Hansen added. 

Romulus schools provide 
assurances that each of the re- 
quirements will be met, she 
said. 

Hansen reported that 
across the state parents, 
teachers, administrators and 
school board members have 
found advantages to this new 
style program including ex- 
tended learning opportunities 
and simplified child care and 
transportation arrangements

Raspberry seeks debate with mayor

Veteran Romulus Council 
man Jimmie Raspberry is 
challenging incumbent Mayor 
Beverly McAnally to a pre- 
Election Day public debate on 
political issues including the 
deep well project and the so 
called McAnally Boulevard, 
which he calls the “road to no- 
where.” 

Raspberry and McAnally 
are now locked in separate re- 
election battles slated to be 
decided on Nov. 7. McAnally is 
being challenged by former 
Mayor William Oakley and 
Raspberry is facing off against 
14 other candidates for seven 
council seats. 

Raspberry and McAnally 
opened the year with political 
cannon shots at each other on 
the deep well project, each 
projecting that the other was 
lying about their involvement 
with the environmental pro- 
ject. 

“If she has nothing to hide, 
let her stand toe to toe with me 
and debate the project, so that 
the public will really know the 
truth,” Raspberry challenged. 

The long-term councilman 
charges that McAnally and 
members of the citizens group 
Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
have continued to try' to distort 


his record on the well issue. 

“I have never been pro- 
well,” Raspberry states, “but I 
definitely have been pro- 
settlement through the courts. 
We have spent nearly $600,000 
to date in legal fees on the well 
issue and continue to send 
money to three city attorneys 
at a record clip.” 

Raspberry said RECAP 
members continued their mis- 
leading political campaign on 
Primary Day by passing out 
cards at the local precincts 
listing what they call “pro-well 
and anti-well council mem- 
bers." 

He quotes McAnally as say- 
ing on Dec. 10, 1990 when EDS 
appeared before the City 
Council, “I think it (the deep 
well) could be a real benefit to 
the community.” He also 
charges that McAnally had the 
power to stop any further ac- 
tion on the well, long before it 
was dug off Wahrman Road. 

Instead the city was fol- 
lowing the lead of City Attor- 
ney Barry Seifman with the 
concept that the city had no 
power to block, limit or regu- 
late the well project. 

Even the deposition taken 
from former Community De- 
velopment Director Dennis 
Oakes stated through the time 
he served the city “the belief 
that the property which EDS 
selected for the construction 


of the well (which was zoned 
M l) was properly zoned for 
the proposed well was not just 
mine, but as far as I knew, was 
shared by everyone in the 
(McAnally) administration.” 

At a recent candidates night 
session. Raspberry told voters, 
“Look in the phone book and 
you’ll find my telephone nu- 
mber. That is the link to my 
helping citizens. How many 
other councilmen can say the 
same?” 

He charges that the city has 
spent millions upon millions 
of dollars for the oft-talked 
about Metro World Project, but 
has not seen the promoter con- 
tributing much to it. 

Raspberry, joins a number 
of others in the city, claiming 
that the so- called McAnally 
Boulevard is suppose to be an 
ingress and egress to the Metro 
World Project, but today leads 
to no where. 

“My question basically asks 
is the McAnally Boulevard 
named after our mayor, or 
some other McAnally,” he 
queries. 

Raspberry traces his politi- 
cal career back to township 
days and is proud that he was 
one of the first councilmen 
elected in Romulus, when it 
became a city in 1970. 

He said he is a member of 
the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 


Write-in candidate signs on

The number of Romulus 
City Council candidates for 
November has risen to 15 
again, as Halecreek Commu- 
nity Association President 
Rob McLachlan announced 
last Wednesday that he is now 
a write-in candidate for a 
council seat. 

McLachlan, 31, made the an- 
nouncement following the 
HCA’s candidates’ night pro- 
gram at Halecreek School 

The former Westwood 
School District trustee said 
Thursday, “All of the candi- 
dates have something to offer, 
but I feel I have even more to 
offer.” 

“I didn’t file for a council 
seat last June, because I did 
not want to politicize the 
HCA’s effort to have its roads 
repaved,” he said. 

McLachlan said his pre- 
vious experience as a school 
board trustee, plus his efforts 


to have the city pick up the en- 
tire $705,000 cost of repaving of 
Meadows Subdivision roads 
“show I can get things done.” 

As a councilman, 
McLachlan said, he would 
fight to make sure that a sys- 
tematic road repavement pro- 
gram would be created in 
Romulus, so no subdivision 
would have to beg for such im- 
provements in the future. 

He would not approve the 
city expenditure of any more 
money on private projects 
such as the Metro World pro- 
ject, McLachlan said, and 
would seek to block any more 
Romulus land acquisitions by 
Detroit Metro Airport. 

McLachlan said he would 
work to develop a team plan 
between the city and county 
for a commercial area that 
would aid the city on the edge 
of the airport property. 

He also asked “if every can- 
didate on the ballot (partic- 
ularly the incumbents) was op- 
posed to the injection well, 


how did it get dug here?" 

McLachlan said he wants to 
see the courts settle the injec- 
tion well issue. “If the courts 
say the well must operate,” he 
said, “then the best protection 
for the citizens would be the 
election of the strongest mayor 
and council candidates 
possible.” 

He feels Romulus has had 
enough industrial growth for 
now (particularly in the truck- 
ing field) and would now like 
to see more retail and service 
businesses opened in Ro- 
mulus, possibly along the I- 275 
corridor. 

McLachlan said he has 
problems with the way Ro- 
mulus deals with tax abate- 
ment promises. “They don’t 
litigate when companies fail to 
keep their promises,” he said. 

McLachlan attends St. 
Aloysius Church in Romulus 
and is a member of the Wayne- 
Romulus Optimist Club. 

He knows he faces an uphill 
battle for election, but said a

Romulus Police Lt. Eric 
Painter scored a double win 
recently as he was elected to 
fill a two-year council vacancy 
in the politically divided city 
of Flat Rock, as well as finish- 
ing first in a primary for the 
fall general election that could 
put him into a four-year coun- 
cil seat. 

Painter, who has lived in 
Flat Rock for 32 years, defe- 
ated interim City Councilman 
James R. Clark by a vote of 
444-216 for the open seat. The 
council seat became open in 
July when incumbent Council- 
woman Sarah Jane Olbrich 
was removed by the voters in a 
recall election. 

Clark had filled the seat 
since July 17 and was replaced 
by Painter on Sept. 18, six days 
after the special election. 

Painter said he got involved 
in the political process in his 
home town, because he was 
tired of the divisions within lo- 
cal government. 

“I feel that I still am not a 
politician, despite my election, 
but a representative of the citi- 
zens I serve," Painter said.

liceman said he ran on a plat- 
form stating that he would 
seek to heal the divisions in 
the community and work to 
solve many of the community’s 
problems.

to create a new high school 
and heavily update the ele- 
mentary and middle school 
facilities.” 

The campaign was rela- 
tively low key.

Painter feels he defeated 
Clark, because he was better 
known in the conununity. 

“In addition to being a for- 
mer Flat Rock policeman,” 
Painter said, “I also served 
eight years as a volunteer fire- 
man and have been involved 
in the local Little League and 
Boy Scouts.”

The police report did not spec- 
ify what the relationship was 
between the victim and driver. 

A second child, Antonie 
Scott, 3, of Romulus, was also a 
passenger in the death car. All 
three persons were taken to 
Annapolis Hospital, Kraus 
said. 

According to the police re- 
port, Robinson was traveling 
south on Wayne Road near 
Waynecourse, when her car 
suddenly spun into the lane of 
oncoming traffic. 

A large truck operated by 
Ronald Pearson, 42, of Inkster, 
slammed into the passenger 
side of the 1989 four-door 
Chevrolet, heavily damaging it. 

The truck in turn was struck 
in the rear by a 1991 Chevrolet 
car driven by Wayne Goward, 
30, of Wayne. 

Kraus said it appeared nei- 
ther Pearson or Goward were 
hurt in the crash. At this point 
there is no evidence that alco- 
hol played any part in the acci- 
dent, he said.

The information also 
showed that Murdock commit- 
ted mail fraud in connection 
with his applying for and re- 
ceiving Social Security bene- 
fits when, in fact, he was not 
disabled but engaged in sub- 
stantial gainful activity 
through his operation of Hi- 
Tech Electronics. 

As part of the sentence, 
Judge Gadola ordered Mur- 
dock to pay restitution to the 


Social Security Administra 
tion in the amount of $37,000. 

Murdock’s sentence, under 
the federal sentencing guide- 
lines was 18 to 24 months im 
prisonment, but Judge Gadola 
decided to impose a sentence 
below that range because. of 
Murdock’s age, family respon- 
sibilities and poor health. He 
suffers from post-polio syh 
drome, severe allergies and 
skin cancer. 


Raid on Inkster woman’s home remains a mystery

Inkster police are “hush 
hush" about their inexplicable 
Sept. 2 pre- dawn raid on the 
home of respected senior citi- 
zen Lullean Hewitt, who has 
devoted her life to serving her 
community, her church, and 
the needy. 

“Why are they picking on 
me?” she still asks a month af- 
ter police entered her home 
and one officer allegedly 
pointed a gun at her. 

Hewitt, who has lived on 
Crystal Court for 50 years, 
serves on the advisory boards 
of several community organi- 
zations, including Good- 
fellows, Thompson Towers, 
and Henry Ruff American As- 
sociation of Retired People. 

Plain-clothes police con- 
ducted the raid without pre- 
senting either identification or 
a warrant, Hewitt alleged. 

Hewitt said that when an of- 
ficer did not put his gtm away, 
she fired her gun into the 
ground. 

Once inside, they took her 
pistol, which she said she 
keeps to protect herself from 
neighborhood thugs and 


thieves. 

‘•/''ey took my gun away. I 
want it u 'ck.” she said. “Dope 
addicts have taken over my 
neighborhood. I need my gun 
for protection.” 

Inkster Police Chief Terry 
Colwell wouldn’t comment or 
provide an alternative version 
of the woman’s story. 

“We don’t release informa- 
tion from an on-going investi- 
gation,” he said, referring 
Eyewitness to the out-county 
prosecutor for details. 

Out-county Prosecutor Ray 
Walsh said the case had never 
been submitted for 
prosecution. 

Hewitt told the writer about 
the raid, saying, “Eight or nine 
police were outside. All were 
young. Some were around my 
car. Some were on my porch. 
They came to my door. One had 
a gun drawn. 

“They said, ‘Open your door. 
We’re the police.’ 

She said she told the police 
that she had just come home 
from the hospital and wouldn’t 
open the door unless they 
showed her their identifica- 
tion and explained what was 
going on.

Tomaino, whose husband, 
Anthony Tomaino is a Van 
Buren Township trustee, 
makes everything from 
scratch. 

“I only like cooking if peo- 
ple like to eat. My husband 
likes to eat. I hate cooking 
meals for people who aren’t 
going to eat them. I especially 
like baking desserts, and ev- 
eryone likes to eat them,” she 
said. 

Tomaino shared a couple of 
her recipies with us. 


Cannolis 

1 3/4 cups all purpose flour 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 egg 

2 tablespoons firm butter-cut 
into small pieces 

1/4 cup dry white wine 

1 egg white lightly beaten 

In bowl, mix flour with salt 
and sugar. Make a well in cen- 
ter; break egg and add butter 
(working out of center), stir 
with fork to moisten mixture. 
Add wine one tablespoon at a 
time until dough begins to 
cling together. Use hands to 
form a ball. Cover and let 
stand for 15 minutes. Roll 
dough out to about 1/16 inch 
thick, cut into 3 inch rounds. 
With rolling pin, roll circles 
into ovals, wrap around tubes, 
seal with egg whites. Deep fry 
until golden brown, slip off 
shells and cool. 

Filling 

3 pounds ricotta cheese 

2 1/2 cups milk 

8 tablespoons cornstarch 

1 tablespoon vanilla 

1 cup semi-sweet chocolate, 
ground 


2 1/2 cups sugar 
Pistachio nuts or walnuts, 
ground 

Bring milk to a boil over a 
slow flame. Pre-mix corn- 
starch and sugar and add to 
boiling milk. Allow to cook for 
30 minutes, then set aside to 
cool. Beat the cheese until 
creamy (if the cheese is wet, 
drain first for about 1 1/2 
hours). Add the cooled corn- 
starch and milk mixture, va- 
nilla and ground chocolate. 
Beat until fluffy. Fill pastry 
shells, dip ends in nuts and top 
with powdered sugar. 

Fettuccine Alfredo 
8 oz. packaged medium-wide 
noodles 

salted water 
6 tablespoons butter 
1 1/2 cups heavy whipping 
cream 

1 cup grated parmesan 
cheese 

salt and pepper 
ground nutmeg 

Cook noodles in salted wa- 
ter, drain. In medium pan, 
melt butter- add 1/2 cup of 
cream. Boil until slightly thick- 
ened. Reduce heat to medium-

add noodles and mix gently, 
add 1/2 of the cheese and 1/2 of 
the remaining cream-mix 
pasta gently. Repeat with re- 
maining cheese and cream: 
mix again. Add salt and pep- 
per and sprinkle with nutmeg.

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Back-to-school enrollments up for state 


More and more Americans 
are engaged in more and more 
education, according to the an- 
nual back-to-school forecast is- 
sued today by U.S. Secretary 
Education Richard W. Riley. 

“The information Age must 
also be the Education Age,” 
said Riley. "The two go hand- 
ih-hand and, increasingly, we 
See more students taking 
harder courses and staying in 


school longer. We also see par- 
ents going back to school, gain- 
ing new skills and increasing 
their potential for high wages 
and more opportunities. If 
ever there was a time to focus 
on education this is it.” 

Ultimately, knowledge is a 
national security issue - the 
enemy is ignorance and 
schools are our first line of de- 
fense said Riley. “This fall, I 


hope every American will visit 
a school, learn what’s going on 
and volunteer to help," said 
Riley. 

Date projections contained 
in the annual back-to-school 
forecast are prepared by the 
Education Department’s Cen- 
ter for Education Statistics. 

The nation’s preschool and 
kindergarten enrollment will 
rise by an estimated 250,000 


this fall, up 7.5 million in fall 
1994 to more than 7.7 million in 
the fall of 1995. Elementary 
and secondary enrollment is 
expected to surpass the baby- 
boom generation’s 1971 peak of 
51 million students next year. 
The forecast is for 53 million 
students in 1997 and 55 million 
by 2002. 

The nation’s secondary 
schools (grades 9-12) should 


see a significant increase in 
enrollment this fall to more 
than 14 million, up from 13.6 
million last year as the enroll- 
ment boom that hit elementary 
schools throughout the late 
1980s moves into high schools. 
Continuing high school enroll- 
ment increases in grades 9-12 
are expected into the early 
part of the next century. 

The forecast says 32.8 per- 


cent of elementary and sec- 
ondary school-age children in 
1995 are of minority back- 
ground, up from 28.2 percent 
in 1985. White school-age chil- 
dren in comprise 67.2 percent 
of enrollment, down from 71.8 
percent in 1985. The most rap- 
idly growing group continues 
to be Hispanics, which has an 
increased enrollment shared 
from 9.5 percent to 13 percent 
during the same period.

Bird count 

Hawk migration continues in Michigan

; The noisy honking of Canada 
geese calls attention to their 
arrival over Michigan skies 
during the autumn season, but 
rOiother large migration goes 
almost unnoticed as they qui- 
etly glide across the skies. 

1 During the annual hawk mi- 
^ration frbm September 
through November, thousands 
of hawks follow the contours of 
the Great Lakes and make 
their way across southeastern 
Lower Michigan on their way 
sputh. 

; According to Lake Erie Met- 
roparks Naturalist Gerald 
Wykes, 16 special of hawks can 
tie seen on their migration. 

; He noted that the term 
“hawk" is a general term used 
to describe raptors (birds of 
prey), such as eagles, falcons, 
vultures, buteos and the true 
hawks, accipiters. 

; Hawks were observed and 
counted during the Hawkfest 
1&95 staged at the Lake Erie 
Metropark. An identification 
Workshop was staged by Wykes 
and hawks and owls were dis- 
played by Nancy Kearney. 

Volunteers, armed with bin- 
oculars and hand-held coun- 
ters, watched the skies and 
tpllied the count 
; As a rule, the birds that 
leave the earliest, migrate the 
greatest distance. For exam-

pie, the broad-winged hawks 
leave in September and fly to 
South America. Rough-legged 
hawks and large buteos from 
the far north, migrate in No- 
vember and rarely reach the 
Southern United States. Some 
raptors, like the red-tailed 
hawk, only migrate as far as 
they need to in order to obtain 
food, according to the 
naturalist. 

Hawks are among the wild- 


life considered to be the 
“litmus paper” of the environ- 
ment. Even though the number 
counted may not be exact, the 
general population trends can 
be traced. 

Some of the hawks that 
travel over southeastern 
Lower Michigan on their way 
to their winter habitats are the 
bald eagle, golden eagle, tur- 
key vulture, osprey, northern 
harrier, peregrine falcon, mer- 
lin. American kestrel, Cooper’s 


hawk plus several other vari- 
eties of hawks. 


Bird watchers and other in- 
dividuals interested in migra- 
tion patterns may observe the 
hawks through the end of No- 
vember at the Lake Erie Met- 
ropark in Gibraltar.

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Airport security tightened 
against terrorism attempts

The stepped up security at 
Detroit Metro Airport will con 
tinue indefinitely, as the Fed 
eral Aviation Administration 
(FAA) monitors possible ter 
rorist actions following the 
Oct 1 conviction of blind Egyp 
tian extremist Sheik Omar Ab- 
del Rahman and nine others. 

Metro Airport officials said 
the security measures remain 
at a Level 3 rate, which are far 
less than those measures in- 
duced by the Persian War 
events. 

Barb Hogan, a spokeswo- 
man at the airport, said most of 
the increased security mea- 
sures would not be noticed by 
passengers. Hogan said. “We 
received word from the FAA at 


6 p.m. Oct. 1 and were given up 
to 72 hours to implement the 
security hikes. At Metro we 
had them in place in less than 
24 hours.” 

Some of the more visible 
signs though, she said, would 
be the stationing of more po 
licemen both inside and out 
side the airport terminal. 

“In addition, airport secu 
rity agents at baggage check 
areas will be taking longer 
looks at parcels going on 
planes/' Hogan said, “and 
some parking areas imme- 
diately outside the terminal 
will be blocked by cones.” 

But passenger inconve- 
nience will be much lighter 
than in the days of the Perian 
War days, Hogan stressed. 

While some parking will be 
blocked off, Hogan said, there 


will still be passenger drop off 
areas at the terminal. No cars 
however will be allowed to re- 
main empty near the terminal 
or other key areas, she said. 

The trial of Sheik Rahman 
and his nine followers cen- 
tered on a planned series of 
bombings that reportedly also 
included efforts to destroy the 
United Nations and major 
New York landmarks includ 
ing the Lincoln and Holland 
Tunnels. 

To be on the safe side, 
Hogan advises, that departing 
airplane passengers arrive a 
little earlier than normal for 
flights until further notice. 

Hogan said the tighter secu- 
rity will remain in effect until 
the FAA notifies Metro Airport 
of any changes.

Michigan small business signals 
thumbs-down to gas tax hike 


Small-business owners are 
not buying into recent calls for 
boosting Michigan’s motor fuel 
tax to fix up roads and bridges. 

By a four-to-one ratio, Na- 
tional Federation of Indepen- 
dent Business/Michigan 
members who responded to a 
special poll this month have 
sent a “just say no” message to 
proponents of higher gas taxes. 
When asked if they would sup- 
port an increase in the state 
motor fuel tax to fund highway 
repair and maintenance, 78 
percent of those responding 
said no, 14 percent said yes, 
and eight percent were 
undecided. 

NFIB/Michigan balloted its 
23,000 members in response to 


recent legislative and adminis- 
trative activity that indicated a 
tax increase may be in the 
works. 

“Clearly, small-business 
owners are not convinced that 
the answer to Michigan’s road 
repair problem is to simply 
throw more money at it,” said 
Charlie Owens, state director 
of NFIB/Michigan. 

Owens added that small 
business owners do not be- 
lieve that current highway 
funds are being used effi- 
ciently, while important cost- 
saving steps that could stretch 
current resources remain to 
be implemented. They 
include: 


Repeal of outdated “pre- 
vailing wage” laws that need- 
lessly drive up labor costs for 
publicly funded projects; 

Further privatization of 
road repairs through competi- 
tive bidding; 

Legislation that halts law- 
suit abuse which drives up lia- 
bility insurance and thus the 
overall cost of highway pro- 
jects, and 

An end to the diversion of 
fuel tax money to subsidize 
mass transit. 

“These erne only a few of the 
major cost-saving examples,” 
Owens said. “There are many 
other ideas worth 
implementing.”

Class size 
criticized 

To the editor: 

Although I am a retired 
teacher and no longer person- 
ally involved with the Wayne 
Westland Community School 
District, I am both surprised 
and dismayed with the nu- 
mber of students in many of 
the first and second grade 
classrooms. 

For years, class size was a 
very important issue with each 
contract. Elementary teachers 
realize that with a class of 25 
students or less, you can be a 
more effective teacher meet- 
ing the needs of students. How- 
ever, with the last contract, 
class size was eliminated. Ob- 
viously, it was hoped that good 
common sense would prevail 
and students would not be sub- 
jected to overcrowded class 
rooms. Elementary teachers, 
in grades K 3, went from no 
more than 27 students in their 
classroom, to 30 and 33. 

Classrooms are simply 
filled wall-to-wall with desks, 
chairs and students. In warm 
weather, with the lack of air 
conditioning, these conditions 
can be very unbearable, and 
the school day has been 
lengthened. 

Parents and administrators 
should realize that it is diffi- 
cult, at best; no matter how 
dedicated, well prepared or 


well organized the teachers to 
meet the needs of today’s chil- 
dren in this type of classroom 
setting. More children than 
ever before are being identi 
fled with academic and emo 
tional needs. More special ed 
students are being placed in 
the general ed classroom, and 
unfortunately there is always 
the students with discipline 
problems to be dealt with on a 
daily basis. Anyone of these 
factors should be reason 
enough to maintain a smaller 
class size. 

Seven- and 8-year-olds are 
very inquisitive, they ask a lot 
of questions that need to be 
answered. How many ques- 
tions could anyone have time 
to answer in these over loaded 
classrooms? 

Parents need to ask two 
questions of administration; 
why has it taken so long for a 
teacher to be hired to relieve 
the over crowded classrooms 
and when will this problem be 
addressed and resolved? 

Any administrator who feels 
that these are acceptable class 
sizes obviously have little to no 
experience teaching first and 
second graders under these 
deplorable conditions. I would 
challenge any administrator, 
principal to superintendent, 
not to just visit for a quick two 
minute walk through; but take- 
over one of these classrooms 
for a week. Become the 
teacher and see for yourself if 
this is the best Wayne-West- 
land can do for all their first 
and second grade students. 
They deserve better.

Thousands take part in 8-mile walk for justice Sunday afternoon

Thousands of people from 
Detroit and its suburbs joined 
together in the annual Focus 
Hope-sponsored Walk for Jus- 
tice on Sunday. 

"Organizers told us that up 
to 10.000 people participated 
in the eight mile walk.” said 
Rachael Lewis, a Wayne State 
University student and special 
writer for Michigan Community 
Newspapers. 

"I collected more than $100 
in pledges from my co- 
workers, family and church 
congregation,” Lewis said. “It 
was a good experience for ev- 
eryone who participated.” 

Lewis noted that for part of 
the walk, she and fellow WSU 
student Maureen Murphy 
walked along with Father Will- 
iam Cunningham, Focus Hope 
executive director, and Detroit 
Mayor Dennis Archer. 

The Walk for Justice is a 
peaceful demonstration in 
support of civil and human 
rights, and has been sponsored 


by Focus Hope annually for 
more than 20 years. 

The 1995 theme was “Drum 
Majors for Justice and Peace,” 
which was inspired by a 
speech delivered by Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. to his Atlanta 
congregation shortly before he 
was murdered. 

Proceeds from the walk will 
support Focus Hope training, 
education and food programs. 

These programs include a 
series of intensive technical 
training and education 
courses -- Fast Track to im 
prove job readiness, Machinist 
Training Institute which 
teaches precision tooling and 
the Center for Advance Tech- 
nologies, a manufacturing en- 
gineering program - plus 
monthly supplemental food 
programs, a pre-school and 
latch-key program, and a part- 
nership with Glazer Elemen- 
tary to develop a 12- month 
curriculum.

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Red October winners break records in 8K run

It was one of the most excit- 
ing Red October Run events 
ever, and Annapolis Hospital 
officials are more then 
pleased with the turnout of 787 
participants. 

“We had a wonderful time 
despite the rain on Saturday,” 
said Char Toivonen, Annapolis 
Hospital director. “We ended 
up collecting $22,500 for the 
Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit.” 

Last year the Red October 
Run pulled in $10,100. Before 
this year’s race began, 
Toivonen was hoping to double 
that amount. 

“It’s outstanding the support 
we are receiving,” said 
Toivonen. “I want to thank 
again all the participants and 
volunteers who worked so 
hard to make this a successful 
event.” 

The overall winner for the 
male 8K run was Rick Shapic 
of Rochester Hills with a time 
of 25:35 which is a new course 
record, according to Toivonen. 

An avid marathon runner, 
Shapic said he had no prob- 
lems staying in the lead. 

“It was easy all the way 
n>round for me,” said Shapic. 
“In fact, it helped me prepare 
for an upcoming marathon I’m 
entering, the Columbus Mara- 
thon which is 26.2 miles.” 

Shapic said he runs every 
day and has enjoyed the sport 
since he was 11 years old. 

“I took the lead in the begin- 
ning and managed to keep it 
throughout the race,” said 
Shapic. 

Karen Harvey of Ann Arbor 
was the overall female winner 
of the 8K run with a time of 
28:18 which is also a new 
course record. 

Luke Skywalker of Canton 
broke the record for the 2 mile 
walk with a time of 16:56. Julie 
Hecksel of Livonia, however, 
was the overall winner of the 2 
mile walk with a time of 16:05. 

Hecksel said she enjoys 
walking every day with the 
Wolverine Pacers. 

Proceeds from the race go 
directly to benefit the Neona- 
tal Intensive Care Unit where 
many success stories have al- 
ready taken place including 
that of Wayne resident Be- 
thany Dickerson who was born 
June 1992 three months pre- 
mature weighing only two 
pounds. 

Today Bethany is a very 
happy three-year-old. Since 
her birth, Oakwood Hospital 
Annapolis Center has opened 
a specialty staff and fully 
equipped Neonatal Intensive 
Care Unit. 

This state-of-the-art facility 
offers 24 hour comprehensive 
care and the most advanced 
technology available to new- 
borns who require intensive 
medical attention. 

The 8K run was just under 
five miles and took place in 
front of Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne. 

The first 500 entrants re- 
ceived sweatshirts. Red Octo- 
ber also offered the following: 
free post-race Octoberfeast; 
free prize drawing; awards for 
runners/walkers/all juniors; 
8K course USATF certified; 
computerized scoring; water 
on course; and accurate splits. 

Medals were given to the 
first 35 male/35 female 2-mile 
walkers through chute; first 35 
male/35 female 8K runners 
through chute; awards three 
deep in 8K male/female five 
year age groups; special 
awards to overall male and fe- 
male 8K winners; and special 
awards to the first Oakwood 
Healthcare System male/fe- 
male 8K and 2 mile finishers. 

The participants arrived 
from more than 97 cities 
throughout Michigan, Ohio, In- 
diana, California and Canada. 

The youngest 2 mile fin- 
ishers were Gretchen Hei- 
nicke, 7. of Westland and 
Nicholas Spehar, 7, of Berkley. 

The oldest 2 mile finisher 
was Louis Kovach, 74. of 
Westland. 

The youngest 8K finisher 
was David Keas, 10, of Detroit 
The oldest 8K finisher was 
Fred Gurol. 74, of Farmington 
Hills. 

In addition to notoriety, the 
Red October Run has also be- 
gun to develop an interesting 
trivia base: 

• The 1994 Red October Run 
attracted runners and walkers 
from 91 Michigan cities, eight 
states and one other country 
including: Michigan.

For river enthusiasts, con- 
servationists, educators and 
local governments, there is 
still time to have your 1995 ef 
forts recongnized by the De- 
partment of Natural 
Resources as an official Year 
of the River activity. 

Governor John Engler de- 
clared 1995 as Michigan’s Year 
of the River, celebrating the di- 
versity and majesty of our 
state’s rivers and streams. The 
proclamation recognizes the 
shared efforts of government, 
industry, schools and citizens’ 
groups which have made Mich- 
igan a national leader in pro- 
tection of its rivers, and it 
encourages additional actions 
during 1995 to help celebrate 
the Year of the River. 

“We are aware that many 
groups have conducted a spe- 
cific project, event or activity 
during this year which fur- 
thers protection, preservation 
or enhancement of a Michigan 
river or stream, or has resulted 


in greater public awareness 
and appreciation of Michigan’s 
river environment,” DNR Di 
rector Roland Harmes said. 
“Many of these groups have 
nominated their events for of- 
ficial recognition, but some 
have not. We would like to 
draw attention to all of these 
citizen efforts.” 

Any Michigan citizen or 
group is eligible to apply for 
recognition of their project, ac- 
tivity or event. These should 
fall into one or more of the fol- 
lowing categories: River pro- 
tection, river clean-up, habitat 
improvement, river related 
recreation, or education/ 
awareness. 

If an event is officially rec- 
ognized by the DNR as a Year 
of the River event, it will be 
promoted in DNR communica- 
tions related to the Year of the 
River, and the sponsoring 
group or individual will re- 
ceive a certificate of apprecia- 
tion from the DNR.

Literacy fashion show 
to benefit area scholars 


Juvenile legislation 
introduced in state 


Senate Majority Leader 
Dick Posthumus (R-Alto) intro- 
duced legislation to crack 
down on juvenile 'crime in 
Michigan. 

The senator’s bill, which are 
the chief component of Gover- 
nor Engler’s Juvenile Justice 
package, will allow prosecu- 
tors to waive jurisdiction of 
the juvenile courts, allowing a 
youth who has been convicted 
of a serious offense to be sen- 
tenced as an adult. 

“If a youth commits an adult 
crime in Michigan, they’re 
going to serve adult time. It’s 
time we made our streets safer 
for our citizens,” Posthumus 
said. “Michigan needs to get 
tougher on youths who aren’t 
discouraged from committing 
violent crimes by the current 
slap on the wrist policies. We 
need to make sure violent of- 
fenders are treated like vio- 
lent offenders.” 

The package is made up of 
19 other bills that were intro- 
duced in the Senate. 

Senate Bill 681: A bill estab- 
lishing the construction/ 
operation of special, pri- 
vatized facilities which will 
hold juveniles (age 14-19) who 
have been tried as adults, in- 
troduced by Senator Loren Be- 
nnett (R- Canton). 

Senate Bill 682: A bill re- 
quiring parental participation 
in education and treatment 
programs. 

Senate Bill 683: A bill re- 
storing authority to detain tru 
ants, runaways, incorrigible 


youth, curfew violators, and 
other status offenders. 

Senate Bill 684-688: Bills 
lowering the age for automatic 
waivers of juveniles to age 14. 

Senate Bill 689 693: Bills ex- 
panding the list of juvenile of- 
fenses that can be 
automatically waived to in 
elude arson of a dwelling, kid- 
napping, bank robbery, assult 
with the intent to maim, using 
a firearm during a felony and 
conspiracy/solicitation of se- 
rious felonies. 

Senate Bill 694: A bill modi 
fying the criteria for juvenile 
court waivers to adult court by 
placing more emphasis on the 
seriousness of an offense and 
public safety. 

Senate Bill 695: A bill al- 
lowing for the establishment of 
juvenile boot camps. 

Senate Bill 697: A bill au- 
thorizing juvenile line-ups. 

Senate Bill 698: A bill allow- 
ing criminal contempt pro- 
ceedings against parents who 
fail to come to court with their 
child. 

During the spring session, 
Senator William Van Regen- 
morter (R- Hudsonville) intro- 
duced Senate Bill 281 84. 
These bills establish a third 
option for juveniles convicted 
of first degree/felony murder 
or major drug offenses by al 
lowing eligibility for parole af- 
ter 25 years. 

The package of bills will be 
referred to the Senate Judici- 
ary Committee, chaired by Van 
Regenmorter.

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Inkster sailor keeps 
Navy flying high safely 


When F/A-18 Hornets take 
off from Naval Air Station 
Lemoore, the pilot may be the 
only person that gets off the 
ground, but there are hun- 
dreds of highly-skilled sailors 
whose dedicated maintenance 
work ensures the pilot and air- 
craft return safely. 

< Chief Petty Officer James C. 
Richmond is one of the unsung 
heroes who plays an important 
role in maintaining the Hor- 
net’s complex systems at the 
air station’s Aircraft Inter- 
mediate Maintenance Depart- 
ment (AIMD). 

“Without our support the 
F/A-18 aircraft would not be 
able to perform its mission,” 
said Richmond, the 37-year-old 
son of Geraldine Pharr of 
Inkster. 

As an aviation weapons 
handler at Lemoore, 40 miles 
sjouth of Fresno, Richmond 
rpaintains, inspects and han- 


dles all types of weapons and 
ammo carried on naval 
aircraft. 

“I supervise 40 personnel in 
the repair of over 7,000 pieces 
of armament equipment,” said 
Richmond, a 19-year Navy 
veteran. 

Because Richmond works in 
such a dynamic environment 
he finds his job very challeng- 
ing and rewarding. “The best 
part of the job is helping my 
people reach their goals,” said 
Richmond, a 1976 graduate of 
Inkster High School. 

Sailors, like Richmond, who 
work at the AIMD support fleet 
aviation by providing an exten 
sive range of maintenance ser- 
vices for the Hornet, the Navy’s 
premier strike fighter. Last 
year, AIMD was awarded the 
Secretary of Defense Mainte- 
nance Award for support of all 
fleet and training squadrons of

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Corporate ‘executions’ trim America’s work force by 8 million I

When a Belleville man gained 
employment ivith a firm that had 
employed his father and grand- 
father before him, his expectation 
was to retire from the same com- 
pany after 30 years or more of 
service. However, recently the 
company was sold, the man’s 
employment was terminated 
and he was hired "at will" by the 
new firm. 

Unfortunately, the local 
story is not a unique one. It is 
repeated with different varia- 
tions throughout the country 
as firms downsize, de-hire, dis- 
place or lay-off long-time em- 
ployees - who are at the high 
end of the pay scale and close 
to retirement. 

Some 8 million employees 
at all levels have been “exe- 
cuted” during the recent 
rounds of layoffs, according to 
Alan Downs, author of Corpo- 
rate Executions: The Ugly Truth 
About Layoffs - How Corporate 
Greed is Shattering Lives, Com- 
panies and Communities. 

A report by NBC Nightly 
Neivs, reveals that after five 
years of layoffs, the following 
results were recorded: 49 per- 
cent of firms saw no increase 
in profits, 66 percent had no 
increase in productivity and 86 
percent experienced a decline 


in company morale. 

“All these years, whenever 
the company needed some- 
thing extra from us,” the Be- 
lleville man said. “We worked 
the 50. 60 or more hours to get 
the job done -- even though we 
were salaried. If a job was a 
special rush, we came in early 
or worked late. 

“Now, I wonder why we put 
out all that extra effort for 
them. No one is sure anymore 
if he’ll be here next week or 
next month. How can they ex- 
pect us to have any company 
spirit? Morale here is down to 
nothing,” he said. 

The local man described 
the plight of many of his co- 
workers as not having enough 
years of work to retire and be- 
ing “too old” to be employable 
by other firms. In addition, 
their pensions from their pre- 
vious employer were frozen so 
they will have only a percent 
age of what they had expected 
to receive. 

Downs uses a quote from 
Irving S. Shapiro, chairman of 
du Pont to illustrate this point. 

“If I were going to weep for 
anybody today. I would weep 
for the middle-level people. If 
an employer has a choice of 
someone three years out of 
business school or someone 
age 50, which will they select? 
I’m afraid the job goes to the 
younger person,” Shapiro said.

American business, according 
to Downs. The American Man- 
agement Association found in 
1994, two-thirds of all workers 
who were laid off were 
college-educated, salaried em- 
ployees. 

“Shedding of workers has 
become fashionably strategic 
in almost every sector of Amer- 
ican business,” Downs said. 
“The layoff fad of the past 15 
years began with companies 


that were trying to stop a de- 
cline in earnings, but it has 
now become popular to lay off 
employees even when things 
are going well. 

Downs cites the following 
examples: 

• Westinghouse reports first 
profit since 1990 and lays off 
1 , 200 . 

• Bank of American, which 
has record-breaking profits, 
lays of 12,000 


The author said there are 
justifiable situations when lay- 
offs are necessary. The first is 
when the organization has 
identical, repetitive opera 
tions in different locations. 
The other is when a company 
decides to shut down a partic 
ular line of business. 

Alternative methods, such 
as a freeze on hiring, reduced 
hours or pay, voluntary sever- 
ance and early retirement, are 
ways to avoid layoffs, accord- 
ing to the author. 

The myth is that layoffs are 
good for business, but Downs 
said, “Layoffs were utterly de- 
structive of everything they 
are mistakenly thought to fix. 
The twisted carnage of human 
dignity’ and squandered corpo- 


rate assets left in the layoff 
wake must be brought into the 
light of public inquiry and de4 
bate. vi/.

People began taking notice 
of their work, and some of 
their films, such as Uncensored 
Videos, received a wider audi- 
ence through broadcast on lo- 
cal cable television. 

“I started taking classes at 
the Los Angeles Community 
College Film School after high 
school,” said Albert Hughes. 
“My brother and I made two 
short films, Menace and The 
Drive-By. We both got more in- 
volved with the technical as- 
pect of putting a film together, 
and that’s what we enjoy most 
about all this.” 

Both flicks again drew the 
attention of not only audiences 
of all ages but also an agent 

Their professional careers 
started at Hollywood Records 
where they directed a hip hop 
music video for Digital Under- 
ground. Climbing the ladder of 
success came quickly with 
back-to-back projects, more 
than 30 in a nine-month pe- 
riod, for such top rap and hip 
hop artists as Tone-Loc, KRS- 
One, Too Short, Yo-Yo and Mar- 
vin Gaye. 

“What surprises us most of 
all in this business is how 
much you can get for X amount 
of money,” said Allen Hughes. 
“What you want in a film all 
depends on how much you 
have. Everything comes to- 
gether when you know how to 
organize and plan ahead and 
feel out what you need instead 
of just doing it.” 

Dead Presidents is the 


Hughes’ first project under the 
Caravan Pictures deal. They 
said directing this flick was 
challenging and entertaining. 

“We had a terrific cast,” said 
Albert Hughes. “There is a lot 
of talent in this movie. I think 
one of the most difficult things 
about making a film is working 
with the actors because you 
have so many personalities, 
but once you get to know them 
it all works out.” 

The main character in Dead, 
Anthony Curtis, portrayed by 
Larenz Tate, chooses not to im- 
mediately enroll in college. He 
decides to leave his mentor 
Kirby (Keith David), girlfriend 
Juanita Benson (Rose Jackson) 
and her sister Delilah 
(N’Bushe Wright), to enlist in 
the Marine Corps. 

His buddy Skip (Chris 
Tucker) and friend Jose 
(Freddy Rodriguez), soon join 
him. 

It is 1972 when Anthony re- 
turns to his neighborhood, 
only to discover that he is not 
treated as a hero. Though for a 
while he manages a part time 
job in a butcher’s shop. An- 
thony, with his girlfriend, 
Juanita, who bore his daughter 
shortly after he enlisted, is liv- 
ing in an infested South Bronx 
apartment, barely making 
ends meet 

His world has completely 
changed. Afforded little re- 
spect, and eventually unem 
ployed and desperate, 
Anthony feels he has no alter 
native but to take part in a 
scheme to obtain some “dead

presidents”, a slang term for 
cash or bills of currency that 
bear the images of past U.S. 
presidents. 

He believes that one well- 
executed score will secure a 
chance at a better life for him- 
self, for his daughter and for 
the people of his community. 

“We liked this story because 
it is about one person going 
through so many experiences, 
and how he deals with the ex 
tremes,” said Allen Hughes. 
“It’s a story about someone try 
ing to get out, trying to escape 
from something.” 

Hughes said he and his 
brother like to see the eharae 
ter get beat up again and again 
but then lash out and follow 
what happens as a result of 
that. 

"The way we see it tradi- 
tional Hollywood films keep 
the lead character on one 
plane most of the time," Allen 
Hughes said. “We like him 
going through the ups and 
downs." 

“We took the basic structure 
of a short play and we devel 


oped the screenplay from 
that,” said Albert Hughes. “We 
made it into what we wanted 
with the help of Michael Henry 
Brown who wrote the 
screenplay.” 

Albert Hughes said he and 
his brother were drawn to 
Brown’s work after seeing a 
television series Laurel Avenue 
which Brown had written and 
eo-created with his partner 
Paul Aaron. 

It was the director of that 
series, however, Carl Franklin, 
who had previously urged 
Brown to see Menace II Society, 
praising the brilliance of the 
young directors. 

How do the brothers select 
a script? They said they like it 
“bare bones". 

"If it doesn't keep moving, 
we get bored with the fat,” said 
Allen Hughes. “ Menace had a 
relentless pace for most of the 
movie. This one is slower in 
comparison, but it's still tight.” 

The Hughes brothers were 
drawn to the time period of the 
late 1960s and early 1970s by 
the music, the colors and the 


issues of change in society. 

Would the dynamic duo be 
doing anything else now that 
they have reached the age of 23 
and have been in the film in- 
dustry a decade already? 

“Well our mother wanted us 
to be a doctor or architect,” 
said Allen Hughes. “We’re 
happy with what we’re doing.” 

Being only 23 and along side 
some of the big time directors 
including Steven Spielberg 
can be intimidating for some 
people. 

The Hughes brothers, how- 
ever, found that they are only 
receiving respect and admira- 
tion from their colleagues. 

“In fact, we have met many 
of the well-known directors in- 
cluding Spielberg,” said Al- 
bert Hughes. “He even offered 
us some advice. He said ‘What- 
ever you do, don't do it Holly- 
wood style. Make a film that 
you believe in.’ That’s what we 
started doing, and what we in 
tend to do, always.”

Credit union membership provides financial services 


More than 67.4 million peo 
pie belong to over 12.000 credit 
unions in America. As mem- 
bers, they are owners of not- 
for profit cooperatives. For 
over 10 years the American 
Banker survey of consumers 
has shown credit union mem- 
bers more satisfied with their 
financial services than bank 
customers. 

Because credit unions are 
cooperatives, they are owned 
and managed by their mem- 
bers, according to Ken Bixby, 
president and chief executive 
officer of the Michigan Credit 
Union League, the trade asso- 
ciation for almost 500 Michi- 
gan credit unions. There are 
no “stockholders.” 


Credit unions are not banks. 
They are different from all 
other institutions. They pay 
good dividends, and at the 
same time extend credit more 
freely- because they know 
their borrowers often at lower 
cost than any other source of 
consumer financing. 

Members make the credit 
union succeed. Hundreds of 
thousands of members play an 
active role in credit unions as 
volunteers. They serve on a 
voluntary basis by giving then- 
time to meet the requirements 
of their fellow members, not to 
make money off them. Credit 
unions are for everyone. As 
owners, members can accom- 
plish solid and significant re- 


sults that can affect the lives of 
every member of the group. 

Credit unions are owned by 
the members. Once they de- 
posit money in the credit 
union, they become a member 
and a shareholder. Eligible 
members can then vote for the 
credit union’s board of direc- 
tors on a one-member, one- 
vote basis. Officers and direc- 
tors are chosen from the mem- 
bership and serve on a volun- 
tary basis.

Many credit 
unions offer many services in-

Most are as 
sociated with the workplace, 
but others are affiliated with 
professional, civic, fraternal, 
or cooperative groups, with 
churches, or with labor 
unions.

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Check your assets, learn net worth 


Many financial problems are created 
simply because consumers spend more 
than they save. Knowing your net worth 
will help you avoid that trap. 


With the end of the year 
looming just ahead, you might 
be asking yourself, “Where do 
I stand financially?” 

That’s a good question and 
finding the answer is easier 
than you might think. The end 
of the year is a good time to 
figure out your net worth. Your 
net worth is the total of all 
your assets minus the total of 
your liabilities. It’s a good 
measure to use to figure out if 
you’re keeping ahead of infla- 
tion and moving toward your 
goals. You also need to know 
your net worth if you plan on 
buying a house or applying for 
college financial aid. 

Begin by taking a sheet of 
paper and folding it in half ver- 
tically. Mark the left column 
“Assets.” This is all that you 
have or own right now. List 
your savings and checking ac- 
counts, money market ac- 
counts, certificate of deposits, 
bonds, annuities, life insur- 
ance (cash value), securities, 
home, pension, carts), furnish- 
ings, jewelry and any money 
owed to you. Include any other 
investments you may have 


such as real estate or business 
interests. Use figures that are 
based on market value, mean- 
ing what your property would 
be worth today if you were to 
sell it. 

Title the right hand column 
“Liabilities.” This is what you 
owe others. List the balance 
due on your mortgage, taxes, 
debt (include any installment 
debt, such as loans), insurance 
premiums, credit card bal- 
ances, charitable pledges and 
any other money you may owe 
to family or friends. 

Add up each column and at 
the bottom subtract your total 


liabilities from your total as- 
sets. That number is your net 
worth. 

So what do you do with the 
number now? Well, for 
starters, if your assets are 
greater than your liabilities, 
you are saving more than you 
are spending. If not, it’s time to 
do some budget crunching. 

Also keep a file on hand and 
place that piece of paper in it. 
Every year, figure your net 
worth to see how you’re doing. 
Your net worth should in- 
crease if you are to move 
closer to your goals. If your net 
worth is decreasing over time, 


you need to take a closer look 
at your investments and figure 
out where and why you are los- 
ing value in your assets or why 
you have more liabilities, such 
as credit card debt. 

Once you have at least two 
years of your net worth figures 
on file, you can figure out if 
you are staying ahead of infla- 
tion. You simply figure out how 
much your net worth in- 
creased by percentage and 
compare that to the rate of in- 
flation. In 1994, the rate of in- 
flation was 2.8 percent. That 
means to stay ahead of infla- 
tion, your net worth would 
have had to increase by more 
than 2.8 percent. 

Many financial problems 
are created simply because 
consumers spend more than 
they save. Knowing your net 
worth will help you avoid that 
trap. It will also provide you 
with a fundamental building 
block to reaching both long- 
term and short-term goals. 
Once you know where your fi- 
nances are now, you can take 
steps to reach future goals and 
even dreams.

Pure and simple the 1996 
Dodge Viper RT/10 is an old- 
fashioned muscle car. 

The 1996 roadster rules the 
road with a responsive 415 
horsepowers, up 15 bhp from 
the 1995 model according to 
Keith Schulz of Joe Ricci 
Dodge in Dearborn. 

From its debut as a 1989 
show car to the first model 
grabbing the American sports 
car buyers attention in 1992, 
the Viper is undoubtedly in a 
class of its own. With a top 
speed of 165-mph and 0.3 sec- 
onds shaved off an already im- 
pressive 0 to 60 mph, Chrysler 


is leading the pack in style and 
performance. 

Production of the last 500 to 
700 Viper roadsters is ex- 
pected to wrap- up this year 
with hints of the Viper coupe 
production beginning in 1997. 
The ‘96 model has been mark- 
edly improved in a variety of 
aspects including the elimina- 
tion of side-exit exhaust pipes. 
The re-routing from side to 
rear pipes is said to allow the 
engineers easier access to the 
new oxygen sensor’s required 
by new emission standards. 

“The movement from side to 
rear exhaust pipes provides 
easier assembly at the point 
of-production," said Schulz. 

The enhancement of the ex- 


haust system reduces perfor- 
mance restrictions and creates 
a throatier sound due to a re- 
designed muffler system. 
Critics felt the side pipes gave 
the roadster a flat, uninspired 
sound, unlike the thunderous 
growl the rear pipes exude. 

Exhaust pipe routing fol- 


lows the sills as in the former 
system, but turns inboard for 
ward of the rear wheels. 

Another change appears in 
the soft folding top and new 
sliding access side windows. A 
composite color keyed hard- 
top roof will be available in 
1996 as well as side window 


curtains, replacing the soft zip 
per versions. 

Colorful additions to the 
1996 Viper include customers 
choices of red exterior paint 
with yellow five-spoke wheels 
and a yellow Viper logo; black 
exterior paint with a silver 
center stripe and polished alu- 
minum five-spoke wheels; or 
stone white exterior paint with 
a blue pearl center stripe and 
white five-spoke wheels. All 
previous color choices will be 
retired at the end of the 1995 
production year. 

For the sports car enthusi- 
ast that drives the Viper for its 
untamed power, its 8.0 liter 
OHV V-10 engine and torque 
ratings have been increased 


for ‘96 due to the redesigned 
exhaust system. Internally, the 
engine also has a new wind 
age tray to reduce drag due to 
excess oil rotating with the 
crankshaft. 

A revised differential 
mounting system reduces 
housing movement under 
heavy acceleration and de- 
celeration associated with 415 
bhp of horsepower. 

“This is definitely a perfor- 
mance car, unlike the Corvette 
that relied on the electronics 
of the computer system for per- 
formance,” said Schulz. "The 
Viper doesn’t have all the 
thrills and options you can get 
from other cars this is simply 
a muscle car.”

The 1996 
Mystique comes in five new' ex- 
terior colors, and a sport ap- 
pearance package is available. 

Mercury Sable - The all-new' 
Sable’s fresh, bold lines set 
new standards for design inno- 
vation. starting with its elegant 
front end and sweeping seam 


lessly back over its contoured 
body panels to a graceful rear. 

The interior reflects atten- 
tion to customer desires for 
comfort, safety, and conve- 
nience, typified by the inte- 
grated control panel that puts 
climate control and audio con- 
trols at the driver’s fingertips. 

The new' model offers either 
five-or six-passenger seating. 
The five- passenger version of 
the LS has an integrated full- 
length console. A three-way 
center seating/storage system 
is standard on Sable sedans 
with six-passenger seating - a 
first-of its kind feature that 
has been patented. It can serve 
as a set. as an arm rest for long- 
distance cruising, or as a con- 
sole with room for cups, coins 
and audio cassettes. 

The Sable LS is powered by 
the all-new 3.0 liter 24-valve 
DOHC V-6 Duratec Engine, 
rated at 200 horsepower.

1996 FORD MUSTANG 

The new Ford 4.6 liter mod- 
ular V-8 engines are the news 
makers for Mustang in 1996. 

The high-performance Mus- 
tang GT coupe and convertible 
is powered by a special ver- 
sion of the 4.6 liter single- 
overhead-cam (SOHC) engine 
that produces 215 horsepower 
at 4400 rpm, and 285 foot 
pounds of torque at 3500 rpm. 
This compares almost exactly 
to the output of the retired 5.0 
liter V-8 engine, which was 
rated at 215 h.p. at 4200 rpm 
and 285 foot-pounds of torque 
at 3200 rpm. The redesigned 
GT fender badge now' reads 
“GT 4.6L.” 

The new 4.6-liter single- 
overhead-cam (SOHC) tw'o- 
valve engine is a smoother, 
more sophisticated, higher re- 
vving engine than the outgoing 
5.0-liter overhead -valve V-8 en- 
gine, with all of the low-end 
torque and performance that 
have come to be part of the 
Mustang's V-8 mystique. Cur- 
rently, the 4.6-liter SOHC 
powers Ford Crown Victoria, 
Mercury Grand Marquis and 
Lincoln Town Car. 

Serious Changes under the 
Hood 

Other new' features on the 
4.6-liter engine are: 

• A new’ center-entry compo- 


site intake manifold that pro- 
vides a throttle position 
equidistant from each intake 
valve, allowing excellent air 
flow through the intake tract 
and giving the 4.6-liter engine 
its unique intake “voice.” 

• Single “beehive” tapered 
valve springs made of pre- 
mium oval-shaped silicon 
chrome steel spring wire and 
used with small-diameter re- 
tainers without an inner 
spring or damper, resulting in 
a lighter, higher-revving 
valvetrain. 

• Improved cooling perfor- 
mance through the use of a 
new pressurized coolant de- 
gas and recovery system. 

• Better lubrication through 
the use of a deep-sump oil pan 
fitted with oil-control baffles, 
scrapers, and a low- oil-level 
sensor. 

• High silicon molybdenum 
cast iron exhaust manifolds 
and a non-neoprene accessory 
drive belt design. 

An integrated engine oil 
cooler can be fitted to all 4.6- 
liter SOHC engines and is stan- 
dard on Cobra and Mustang 
with the optional automatic 
transmission. 

Putting Power to the 
Pavement 

The Mustang GT is available 
with a standard Borg -Warner 


T45 five-speed transmission, a 
design exclusive to the 1996 
Mustang, and with an optional 
4R70W wide-ratio four-speed 
automatic overdrive transmis- 
sion. With the T45 manual 
transmission, the standard 
axle ratio is 2.73:1, and a 3.27:1 
ratio is optional. The standard 
axle ratio on the automatic is 
3.08:1 with the 3.27:1 ratio 
optional. 

For 1996, the Mustang GT 
suspension has been re-engi- 
neered to reduce understeer, 
and uses a 30-inm front stabi- 
lizer bar. A thicker 25-mm rear 
stabilizer bar replaces the 24- 
mm rear bar used on previous 
models. 

Mustang Cobra 

The limited-production, ul- 
tra-performance Mustang Co- 
bra coupe and convertible will 
be powered by a version of the 

Ford 4.6-liter double-over- 
head-cam (DOHC), four-valve 
V-8 engine first introduced in 
the Lincoln Mark Vill. In Co- 
bra trim, the engine produces 
305 h.p. at 5800 rpm, with 300 
foot-pounds of torque at 4800 
rpm. This compares favorably 
to Cobra’s previous 5.0-liter 
output of 240 h.p. at 4800 rpm 
and 285 foot-pounds of torque 
at 4000 rpm.

Malarkey’s Pub offers sports and breakfast to nightcap service

Chroniclers of the local bar 
scene credit Malarkey’s Pub 
(7020 N. Wayne Road, West- 
land) with two Firsts: One, the 
Irish pub was probably West- 
land’s first sports bar - cer- 
tainly the first to put in two 
giant eight-foot projection TVs 
15 years ago. Two, Malarkey’s 
invented the 34-ounce draft 
beer, which is served in a 
frosted mug. 

“We created it because we 
don’t serve beer in pitchers,” 
said Jerry Wyscaver, the man- 
aging partner. "‘However, 
there’s more brew in our 
frosted 34-ounce mug than in 
most pitchers.” 

A claim that is best verified 
during Monday Night Football, 
when $2 buys a 34-ounce mug 
of draft, which, if you have an 
hour, you can down with free 
popcorn or a $1 jumbo Coney 
Island 

hot dog. Dollar jumbo 
Coneys are available during 
weekend and Monday night 
football games. 

For a 200-seat, three-room 


bar, Malarkey’s is like a cozy 
home with a lot of televisions, 
all turned on to football, 
hockey, basketball games, box- 
ing, auto racing, and other, 
more obscure, sports events 
beamed in by satellite or ca- 
ble. The comfort is enhanced 
by the highly visible locations 
of the scattered TVs - there’s 
not a bad seat in the house. 

A second room is decorated 
with a fireplace and plants. 
With its pool table, foosball ta- 
ble, and projection TV, it feels 
like a recreation room. 

Finally there’s the dark, 
more intimate bar, where I ate 
one of Malarkey’s signature 
half pound ground rounds for 
lunch. My medium- rare bur- 
ger was garnished with lettuce 
and tomato and served with a 
relish tray. Happy, I spooned 
relish onto my sandwich and 
pickles unto my plate. 

Not only was the burger de- 
licious and filling, but it was 
incredibly lean - 90 percent 
meat. 

On the side, I had a steam- 
ing cup of ground beef and 
noodles soup. The soup, which 
was thick as a stew, was fla- 


vored with potatoes, carrots, 
corn, and celery. 

The soup, like everything 
else, was homemade. That’s 
because Wyscaver, a former 
restaurateur, spent a lot of 
time in Malarkey’s kitchen as 
he worked his way up to a part- 
ner. His partner is the Ram’s 
Horn Corporation. 

“I started out here cleaning 


in the morning and coming 
back at night to cook,” he said. 
Soon he was promoted to day 
chef, where he developed his 
chili and soup recipes. And 
perfected his creamy New En- 
gland clam chowder, still avail- 
able with the all-you-can-eat 
Friday fish fry. Golden brown, 
batter-fried New England Cod, 
served with cole slaw and a 
soft roll, is another house 


specialty. 

So are the sandwiches, 
made with ham, turkey, and 
Kosher corn beef that are 
cooked and sliced in-house, 
now under the supervision of 
kitchen manager Willie 
Gorney. 

After his promotion to man- 
ager, Malarkey’s took off, so 
Wyscaver was rewarded with 
his partnership. He’s now as- 
sisted by Ken Smith, night 
manager and sports fanatic. 

He added some nice tou- 
ches, particularly the break- 
fast specials. Since the bar 
opens at 7 a.m. (to accommo- 
date night shift workers and 
early birds), he started serving 
free coffee and the $1.49 Shot- 
O-Breakfast special. With twp 
eggs, ham, bacon, or sausage, 
and toast, the homemade meal 
is the best deal in town. And it 
can be ordered with a 
screwdriver. 

“We’re the only bar in the 
Westland Mail area that opens 
at seven and serves breakfast,” 
Wyscaver said. 

Breakfasts are served until 
10:30 a.m. 

Malarkey’s promotes spe- 


cial events. 

“Our Saint Patrick’s Day is 
unequaled,” said Wyscaver. 
“Live music begins at noon. We 
serve green beer and Malarkey 
stew all day and night.” 

A Halloween party, featur- 
ing a complimentary buffet, is 
scheduled for October 28. Cash 
prizes will be awarded to win- 
ners of the individual and the 
couple costume contests. 

On November 12, Malarkey’s 
is sponsoring a bus trip to the 
Lions-Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
game. A breakfast buffet, un- 
limited beer on the bus, and an 
after-game dinner buffet are 
included. 

While I was there, regulars 
Otis West, a Westland postal 
worker, and Denis Smith, a 
Westland resident, said that 
the special events and 
friendliness keep them coming 
back. 

Malarkey’s also caters par- 
ties. “We offer a limitless 
menu,” said Wyscaver. "We can 
make anything and accommo- 
date any event - birthdays, an- 
niversaries, office parties.”

Led by the all-new Taurus, 
the latest version of America’s 
best selling car for the past 
three years, Ford Division and 
Ford dealers across the eoun 
try enter the 1996 model years 
with a lineup of models. 

With its trend-setting styl 
ing, spacious interior, high- 
performance engines and 
customer-oriented new fea- 
tures, the 1996 Taurus is 
primed to match the sensa- 
tional impact of the first 
Taurus 10 years ago. 

All 1996 Ford cars come 
with the peace of mind of 24 
hour roadside assistance, 
which delivers tow truck aid in 
case of a flat tire, empty gas 
tank or other roadside prob- 
lems. 

Ford cars also offer the 
safety of standard dual air bag 
supplement restraint system. 
And many 1996 models pro- 
vide the customer conve 
nience and savings, thanks to 
100,000-mile engine tune-up in- 
tervals under normal driving 
conditions with routine fluid 
and filter changes. 

Len Gossinan, of Blackwell 
Ford, 41001 Plymouth Road, 
agrees that the Taurus is “the 
car for 1996.” 

“It’s been totally redesigned 
inside and out,” Gossman said. 

Hot new colors include To- 
reador red, and Pacific green, 
which are both selling well. 
Other hot new colors include 
deep iris and charcoal grey. 

The Pacific green color has 
sold well at Blackwell, Goss- 
man said. 

Other hot-selling Ford vehi- 
cles include the Ford Ex- 
plorer, the Ford Escort and 
other Ford trucks. 

Here is a rundown on 1996 
Ford Division cars, ranging 
from the subcompact Aspire to 
the full-size Crown Victoria. 

Ford Aspire - The subcom- 
pact Aspire, which comes in 
three-and five- door hatchback 
versions, provides interior 
roominess for four adults and 
many safety features that are 
found in more expensive vehi- 


cles - including a standard 
dual air bag supplemental re 
straint system and standard 
child-proof rear door locks on 
the five-door model.

Ford Escort - A new elec- 
tronic controller smooths the 
operation of the standard Es- 
cort engine for 1996. The 1.9- 
liter four-sylinder engine calls 
for a tune-up only once every 
100,000 miles under normal 
driving conditions with rou- 
tine fluid and filter changes. 
Under the Escort’s One Price 
plan, any LX model - either 
three, four, five-door, or wagon 
- is offered at the same Manu- 
facturer’s Suggested Retail 
Price. The price includes air 
conditioning, AM/FM stereo 
radio with a digital clock, dual 
remote-control mirrors, power 
steering and rear window de- 
fogger. A sport appearance 
package with spoiler cast alu 
minum wheels is available for 
three, four, or five door models 
at no additional cost. Escort 
also offers an optional inte- 
grated child seat for added se- 
curity and convenience. 

Ford Probe The value- 
priced SE model, which shares 
the spotlight with the high- 
performance Probe GT for 
1996, further broadens the 
market for the sporty front- 
wheel-drive car. Both models 
have technologically sophisti 
cated multi-valve powerplants, 
and the 1996 seats have a more 
luxurious fabric that 
heightens their looks and com- 
fort. The GT’s sport suspension 
has been revised to provide a 
smoother, more comfortable 
ride while retaining its crisp 
handling. 

Ford Mustang - The 1996 
Ford Mustang features a fresh- 
ened exterior with a modified 
grille treatment, new wheels 
nd new taillamps. The 1996 
Mustang is powered by Ford’s 
4.6-liter single-overhead-cam 
V-8 modular engine rated at 
215 horsepower. The limited 
edition Mustang Cobra is pow- 


ered by a double-overhead- 
cam variant of the 4.6 liter V-8 
delivering 305 horsepower. 
The 3.8 liter engine in the V-6 
Mustang has been improved to 
perform better and more qui 
etly than the V43 engine used 
in previous models. It turns 
out 150 horsepower. The GT 
and Cobra models feature 
Ford’s all-new Passive Anti- 
Theft System. 

Ford Contour - The five- 
passenger Ford Contour sedan 
is entering its second year with 


improvements that enhance its 
reputation for performance, 
handling and advanced tech- 
nology. To increase the com- 
fort of rear-seat passengers, 
the backs of the two front seats 
in the 1996 Contour have a 
scooped design, providing ad- 
ditional knee room. There are 
also five new colors. Offered in 
three series, Contour con- 
tinues to be powered by a 
choice of two engines - the 170- 
horsepower, 2.5 liter, 24-valve 
DOHC Duratee V-6 or the 125 


horsepower, 2.0-liter, 16- valve 
DOHC four-cylinder Zetec en- 
gine. Both engines are 
availabe in manual or auto- 
matic transmissions. 

Ford Thunderbird - A new 
look comes to the 1996 Thun 
derbird, with styling enhance- 
ments to the front, sides and 
rear. With the elimination of 
the Super Coupe model, the 
focus in on the LX series, of 
fered in a choice of two conve- 
nient “packages”- one keyed to 
the 3.8 liter V-6 engine, the 


other to the performance- 
oriented 4.6-liter V-8. and a 
new sport package with 16- 
inch aluminum wheels and a 
sport tuned suspension can be 
ordered for the V-8 version. 
Optional chrome wheels and a 
perimeter anti-theft alarm sys- 
tem also are new for 1996. 

Ford Taurus - Everything 
about the 1996 Taurus is de- 
signed to make it perform bet- 
ter. Its aerodynamic shape 
enhances fuel economy and 
road handling.

Ford Explorer, the world’s 
best-selling compact sport util- 
ity, arrives at showrooms i 1996 
with a new optional 5.0-liter 
V-8 engine, paired with the 
Ford 4R70W four-speed auto 
inatic transmission. The V-8 
will be available initially in 
XLT two-wheel-drive automati 
transmission models only. 

The Explorer V-8 engine 
program was accomplished by 
a small, dedicated team oper- 
ating' outside the normal Dear- 
born engineering area. The 
program, scheduled for a fu- 
ture model year, was pulled 
ahead to the 1996 model year. 

The team was composed of 
members from vehicle engi- 
neering, powertrain, chassi en- 
gineering, and from body 
engineering. The V-8 engine 
program represents the kind 
of process improvements pos- 
sible under Ford 2000. 

i 

The top-of-the-line Limited 
version has a new standard 15- 
inch aluminum wheel design. 
Ivory Pearlescent Clearcoat 
Metallic is a new color for the 
1996 Limited version only. 

Light Saddle Clearcoat Me- 
tallic accent color replaces the 
Pumice accent color in 1996. 
The Eddie Bauer interior 
color scheme will be changed 
from Pumice to Saddle. 

The Explorer XLT V-8 sus- 
pension system is based on the 
standard XLT SLA suspension 
system that was introduced 
with the new Explorer in 
1995-1/2. 

The V 8 engine and 4R70-W 
4-speed automatic overdrive 
transmission combination sits 
lower and farther back in the 


engine bay than does the V-6 
engine, and the dash panel 
tunnel sheet metal of V-8 
models has been reshaped for 
additional transmission 
torque converter housing 
clearance. 

The horsepower rating for 
the Explorer V 8 engine is 21 0 
h.p. at 4500 rpm, with maxi- 
mum torque of 280 foot-pounds 
at 3500 rpm. The engine uses a 
70-mm mass-airflow sensor 
and “GT40" large-volume up- 
per and lower intake manifold 
assembly with an air intake 
behind the headlamps. It uses 
an F-l 50 truck block, a 9:1 
compression ratio, a truck 
camshaft profile, high perfor- 
mance steel exhaust headers. 

The V-8 engine will use the 
Ford Electronics EEC-V elec- 
tronic engine control system 
for compliance with federal 
and California requirements 
for second-stage onboard diag- 
nostic system performance 
(013D 11). The EEC-V module 
also contains the computer for 
the engine’s Electronic Dis- 
tributorless Ignition System 
(EDIS), which is all electronic 
and has no moving parts. The 
engine uses sonic exhaust gas 
recirculation rather than dif- 
ferential pressure flow EGR. 

Although the Ford 4R70 W 
wide-ratio four-speed auto- 
matic overdrive transmission 
has been used in Ford trucks 
previously, the Explorer V-8 
marks the first use of this 
transmission in a compact-size 
car or truck at Ford. The trans- 
mission will be used in combi- 
nation with a 3.73:1 limited- 
slip differential rear axle 
assembly.

Preferred Equipment Pack 
ages (PEPs) for both the GT 
and SE versions of the Probe 
have been recombined for 
1996, and reduced from four to 
two. There will be one package 
for the base four-cylinder 
model that will add all of the 
equipment necessary to make 
the vehicle an SE model (SE 
badging, front fascia without 
fog lamps, and 15-inch wheels). 
A second PEP package for V-6 
models is available. 

Colors added for 1996 in- 
clude Teal Mist, Medium Al- 
pine Mist Metallic, and 
Timberline. The interior color 
lineup includes Medium 
Graphite, Ebony. Willow, and 
Saddle. Opal and Opal leather 
have been dropped. Other ex 
terior features include: 

• Bodyside mouldings that 
will be shortened to protect 
doors. Lock cylinders will be 


bright, not black. 

• On the Probe GT, outside 
rearview mirrors that are 
color-keyed with black trim 
surrounding the lens fascia. 
Fixed mirrors on base cars are 
flat black instead of color 
keyed. 

GT taillamps include black 
perimeter trim. The map 
pocket has been deleted from 
the passenger seat back on GT 
models. 

Interior Changes 

A new split-grain, non-p 
forated covering for the ste 
ing wheel replaces the tofcT. 
grain perforated steering 
wheel covering used on pre- 
vious Probe models. New 
softer and more luxurious ve- 
lour interior fabrics are used 
in 1996. Other interior changes 
include: 

• A new, larger seat back 
memory knob on outboard 
sides of both front seats so that 
adjustment is easier when 
driver and front passenger are 
seated.
